LA CONFERENCE EXAMINES 
ASIAN BILINGUAL EDUCATION

LOS ANGELES 一 An Anglo 
wanted to be a good neighbor,， so 
each morning he said hello to his 
neighbors wife， a Vietnamese 
woman， who was working in her 
garden. But the man received no 
Tesponse to ，his greeting in 
Vietnamese，except a long stare of 
bewildqerment， 

This continued for a couple of 
mornings，until the Vietnamese 
husband came over to complain ; 
Js it the American custom to 
order your mneighbors wife to 
urinate when you see her each 
morningr” The Anglo found， 
much to his dismay，that instead 
of Saying“good morning”he was 
Saying urinate.”
